seven<ixteenths. The waterways com- 
mission dealt with the matter without 
consideration as to the location of the 
boundary. Therefore he moved that 
Dr. Spencer's report be completed 
without delay, so that the real facts 
might be known. He moved for the 
correspondence and said that if Can- 
ada was not careful it would have an- 
other Alaska business on its hands. 
If Dr. Spencer were correct Canada 
would lose 1,800,000 horse power, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that the 
r ecommendations made by the in- 
ternational waterways commission 
that the amount of water should be 
limited by treaty between Canada and 
the United States was an eminently 
wise one. As to the apportionment, 
he would not express an op'nion but 
he recommended to the House that 
the commission could not make any 
permanent settlement. He was strong- 
ly of the opinion that neither by that 
commission or other way Canada 
should settle with the United States 
the division waters from Puget 
Sound to the St. John’s river. 

Mr. Lennox introduced in the 
House today his bill of last session 
to prevent judges of provincial courts 
doing any extra work and Mr. Ken- 
nedy, of New Westminster, introduced 
a bill to amend the Railway Act so 
that parties could recover damages 
caused by sparks from locomotives for 
any property destroyed.

The Chisholm block was one of the 

first brick structures erected in the 
city. It was occupied by Williamson 
Bros., produce merchants, and by Os- 
car Brown, wholesale fruit merchant 
Nhe second and third floors were 00 
eupied by several of living 
rooms and alforded accommodation 
to some forty residents. Very little 
of the furniture or household effects 
of the residents was‘ aved, and sev- 
eral have lost their entire wardrobes 
| and furniture. Mr. Chisholm, the 
| owner of the block, lost all his papers. 
Mr. Brown succeeded in rescuing ‘his 
office desk. 

The loss on the building is $30,000, 
covered by $1,800 insurance. Messrs 
Williamson value tien stock at $8,000 
covered by $2,500 insurance, Mr. Os- 
car Brown’s stock is put at $7,000,cov- 
eered by $3,500 insurance, The losses 
ot the residents cannot be computed, 
Mr. McPherson, manager of the Jour- 
nal, lost all his household effects. Mr. 
Kelly and Mr. Goidsmith, of the Hud- 
sous Bay Co., are also heavy losers, 
Joe Duhamel and Ef. O, Stevenson 
lived in the block and have lost ev- 
erything. 

K dhe cause of the fire is unknown. 
The alarm was given about 8 o’clock. 
The caretaker, Geo, Gerrard, was in 
his room in the basement when he 
heard tne crackling of burning wood 
in the adjoining cellar in the front. 
He ran upstairs and called ‘fire.’ Mr, 
Tait, mahager for Williamson Bros., 
and Mr, Tait, the photographer, at

From 8 o'clock 
until 12 the fire was confined to the 
basement and was up to this time 
tuought to be controllable. Five 
streams were immediately sent into 
the basement, but he men were un- 
able to live there and came up. A 
hole was broken through the cellar 
ceiling and the nozzle inserted, but 
the piles of boxes prevented any ef- 
fecuve work being done by the re- 
volving nozzle. About 12 o'clock the 
lire had worked its way to the rear of 
the basement, but the men were un- 
cellary Way to the first floor. It is 
supposed that a quantity of oil and 
lard in the rear added to the fury of 
the flames, and a pile of dry boxes 
in toe passageway afforded additional 
fuel. Reaching the first floor the 
fire made its way up the back stair- 
way to the second floor, 

Streams were then directed from 
three sides and a most stubborn and 
persistent struggle began with fire 
and frost, The firemen, sheathed jn 
lee, with their clothing so 
could hardly work, benumbed with 
the intense cold, fought on like Troj- 
ans through the entire night. About 
ome o'clock Chief Davidson called 
the men from the walls and removed 
the ladders, Four streams were kept 
on the walls to keep them cool, A 
nozzle was placed on the Stevenson 
building to the east and a stream di- 
rected through the upper windows in 
the east wall. 

Four firemen were forced to give up 
towards morning. ©O. Hogen, with 
both feet frozen, was taken back to 
the fire hall, Firemen BE. Owens and 
KE. Murray also suffered severely with 
frozen feet. Hogan is still suffering 
Dr. Duncan Smith attended the pa- 
tients.

About 2 o'clock the ceilings and 
roof began to fall in, and final hope 
of saving anything of the furniture 
ond belongings of the occupants was 
abandoned, The firemen and residenta 
of the building were so confident that 
the fire would be controlled that no 
effort was permitted to move the ‘ur- 
iture. A few trunks were taken down 
the ladder from the front window. 

The ranks of the brigade were filled 
by volunteers. The firemen worked 
for 12 hours before cutting off the 
water, When the citizens came down 
town in the morning the firemen were 
pleying the same grim and hopeless 
game they were at when the crowd 
dispersed last night. Clouds of 
steam and smoke were ascending 3n 
undiminished volumes. The walls 
were cased in ice, giving the scene in 
the twilight the appearance of an 1- 
luminated ice palace, One volunteer 
was standing with the nozzle direct- 
ing a stream into a window on the 
west side with his clothes frozen to 
the telegraph pole beside him, and 
his feet encased in immense masses 
of ice which he could hardly drag 
along. 

The water pressure was well main- 
tained throughout the night until 
early in the morning, when it began 
to diminish and by the time the bri- 
gade returned to the fire hall, was 
less than 8 pounds. 

An auxiliary brigade was sent about 
9 o'clock to keep the fire from spread- 
ing beyond the limits of the ruined 
building, 

The managers of the Cecil hotel 
supplied the firemen with coffes and 
sandwiches throughout the night, The 
police who were on duty controlling 
the crowd, suffered considerably from

itual need emigrants whe are 
expected Nea Si in their thous- 
ands, 

Archdeacon Lloyd first became pro 
minently ide: yies with mission work 
on the prairi@4in 1903, when he was 
appointed chaplain to the “Barr col- 
onists,” some three thousand Eng- 
LUshmen, who were sent out into Sas- 
katchewan to cultivate the virgin 
soil and found homes for themselves 
and their families. Unfortunately the 
organizers of this band of <ettlers 
lacked the necessary experience to 
bring the matter to a successful issue, 
and the settlers might have fared bad- 
ly but for the untiring efforts of the 
Rev. G. E. Lloyd, as he was then, and 

who had previously had a great deal 
of western experience as a military 


chaplain. So useful was the help he 
gave and so excellent its effect that, 
despite their inexperience and dis- 
heartening beginn'ng, about ninety- 


five per cent. of the Barr colonists re- 
mained on the land, and are now do- 
ing well. Out of gratitude to their 
padre, they called their principal 
town Lloydminster. 

By the aid of Lakes slides and 
cinematograph picthrés, Archdeacon 
Lloyd was able to give his English 
hearers a graphic account of the great 
development,of Western Canada as 
well as uf the great progress that had 
been made in ‘mission work. 

They were, fic said, now witnessing 
ehe birth-throes of an entirely new 
Angio-Saxon nation in the North- 
West of Canada. Thousands of emi- 
grants were pouring and would con- 
tinue to pour into the country, and 
an unparalleled opportunity presented 
itself to the Mother Church to bring 
them within her fold, He could im- 
agine no greater influence than the 
Churgh, in.cementing the various na- 
tionalities ; who were contributing to- 


wards tl teat nationality that was 
springing Up on the prairies, and 
making the inhabitants worthy citi- 
zens of the British Empire. A few 


years ago the predominating element 
of the new settlers was foreigners; te- 
day he was pleased to say those from 
the British Isles outnumbered those 
from other nations, and it behooved 
the people at home to look after the 
spiritual needs of their people who 
were leaving them. This work would 
not, he said, be a permanent call up- 
on the purses of the people at home. 
While during the first two years it 
was difficult for new settlers to make 
much out of the land, from the third 
year they were generally in a posi- 
tion to defray the cost of their church- 
es. Thus, in time, Saskatchewan 
would become a really self-supporting 
diocese. 

During his address, the Archdeacon 
gave some picturesque details of the 
first services held in the ‘‘Lambeth 
Palaces,” as the primitive lok huts of 
the prairie rectors were termed. “Dur- 
ing services, he said, a big curtain 
was generally drawn across a portion 
of the shack to hide the preacher's 
cooking utensils and such household 
furniture as he might possess. To see 
two or three of the congregation com- 
ing along with their own lamps was 
always a goodly sight-ter the parson, 
for oil was none too common in those 
days, when long distunees had to be

admit of sufficient discrimination, and 
consequently undesirables might 
creep in. Moreover, 
government prefer those 
their own efforts,” 

“Do you believe in organized emi- 


gration, Mr. Lloyd?” 
“I think it is the best possible | 
method, providing that the promoters 


have the proper knowledge of all the 


conditions and details of their work.” | 


“What is your opinion of the set- 
tlers from the United States?” was 
the next query. 

“There is no doubt,” answered the 
Archdeacon, “that for the first two 


or three years the American emigrant | 
will get more land under crop than | 


the majority of the British. His oc- 


cupancy of the land is in a way more | 
spectacular than that of the British, | 


and for a time he seems a more valu- 
able asset to the Dominion. But, 
speaking from my own experience, I 
say emphatically that for the building 
up of a new nation, it is the man 
from Great Britian that is required. 
If the nation is to be a truly. great 
one ,the backbone of it must be Brit- 
ish. In moral principles, in law-abid- 


ing instincts, and in all those attri- | 


butes of character which presage a 
strong, intelligent, 
tionhood, I think the British settler 
is far away ahead of the American, 
And, furthermore, I will add that I 
consider there is a distinct menace 
of Americanization of the West, and 
a peril of which the authorities should 
not lose sight.”
